Frenchmen Bared Heads. 

The leading members of the mis- 
sion, coming up from Hampton Roads 
aboard the presidential yacht May- 
‘flower, had their first view of the na- 
tional capital from a point on the Po- 
tomac river below Alexandria, soon 
after Mount Vernon had been passed. 

As the Mayflower came abreast of 
the home of the first president the 
marine band played the “Star Spangled 
Banner,” and the Frenchmen lined the 
rail with heads bared and stood at at- 
tention. At Alexandria, rich in his- 
toric memories, the commissioners sa- 
luted hundreds of people who lined the 
river front wharves waving their hats 
and cheering, while factory whistles 
shrieked out a nolsy welcome. 

Soon afterward the navy yard was 
reached, and there the party was re- 
ceived by a group of American: of- 
ficials, headed by Secretary Lansing. 
The secretary led the ceremony by 
shaking hands-firsat with M. Viviani 
and Marshal Joffre and then with the 
other officers. The greeting was no 
mere perfunctory diplomatic affair. As 
the yacht'’s band played the “Marseil- 
laise,”” and the marine guard on shore 
stood at attention, there was real 
warmth in the handshaking and the 
earnestness of genuine feeling in the 
words of welcome, 

Once ashore, the party quickly en- 
tered motor cars and, escorted by two 
troops of cavalry, drove across the 
city to the residence where its mem- 
bers are to be entertained during their 
stay here. 

Clerks in the government depart- 
ments had been given permission to 
leave their desks to foin in welcoming 
the visitors, schools had been dismiss- 
ed, and residents from all over Wash- 
ington had flocked to the streets. From 
one end of the city to the other there 
was enthusiastic cheering as the 
Frenchmen were recognized.

Everywhere the French tri-color was 
in evidence.

FAVOR SPECIAL TAX 
FOR SCHOOL SYSTEM 


Amendment Will Be Drawn 
Up at Once and Adopted 
by Charter Revision Com- 
mittee of City Council. 


A charter amendment providing fore 
separate school tax for the city of At- 
lanta will be drafted by a committee 
appointed Wednesday afternoan by the 
charter revision committee, and will be 
submitted to city council after the char- 
ter committee has passed on the paper. 
This committee is composed of Jonas 
Ewing, C. H. Kelley and A. J. Orme, 
all members of the charter revision 
committee. ' 

This amendment will call for a spe- 
cial school tax levy separate from the 
general city tax, which is now $1.25. 

The committee to draw up the: school 
tax levy resolution was appointed at a 
meeting of the charter revision commit- 
tee of council after a motion was intro- 
duced ¢o increase the city tax rate 
from $1.25 to a sum not to exceed $1.50. 
Councilman Orme suggested that a 
separate school fund raised every year 
by a special school levy would retleve 
the city treasury of a large amount and 
thus eliminate the necessity of raising 
the city ¢ax rate. Councilman Orme 
pointed out that by providing for such 
a special school tax it might be possi- 
ble to lower the present city tax rate. 

The proposal to increase the present 
tax rate met with stiff opposition on the 
part of several members of the com- 
mittee, who held that the present criti- 
cal times were not suited to any radi- 
cal increase in the tax rate.

TERRIBLE TOLL 
OF LIVES TAKEN 
ON BOTH SIDES 


London, April 26.—The fierce strug- 
le on the Arras front, with the terrible 
oll of Hives on -beth sides, shows no 
signs of abating, according to the re- 
ports from British correspondents at 
the front dispatched Wednesday night. 
he Germans evidently have not 
abandoned hope of retaking the lost 
ground and to that end are bringing 
up fresh battalions to throw into the 
battle. Some of the best troops from 
other parts of the German lines in the 
west are being unloaded from other 
parts of the German lines in the west 
are being unloaded from crowded troop 
trains in the area between Douai and 
Cambrai. Among these are the Wuert- 
temburgers and the fourth division of 
the Prussian guards. 

The enemy, say the correspondents, 
shows a determination to eep. the 
British back from a nearer approach 
to the Hindenburg line, whatever the 
cost, and the accumulation of new 
sreape indicates the growth of the 
battle to even greater dimensions. As 
an evidence of the’ determination shown 
by the German command to recover 
lost positions is the fact that no fewer 
than eight counter attacks have al- 
ready been made against Gavrelle, all 
of which have been broken or dispers- 
ed without reaching the British lines. 

The correspondents give no estimate 
of the British losses, but relate iso- 
lated incidents, showing in the words 
of one writer, that the British “are 
enduring dreadful things in the fierce 
fighting and under the intense fire.” 

Nevertheless, the correspondents say, 
there is no question that the German 
losses are immensely greater than the 
British, which “are, indeed, ‘small com- 
pared with those of the enemy.” One 
reason for this is stated to be that 
the British advance columns are al- 
ways thin compared with the masses of 
the German counter attacking forces. 

It is recalled that the German gen- 
‘eral, Von Arnim, said that German 
counters “cost much blood” and this, 
it is added, wa’s never more complete- 
ly verified than in the attempts to 
capture Gavrelle. In some of these 
counter attacks as many as five thou- 
sand or six thousand men were em- 
ployed with the result that the slaugh- 
ter was aso terrible that it amounted 
almost to a massacre. One correspond- 
ent writes: 

“The phrase “The dead lie in heaps 
before our position’ has doubtless been 
used more often than it was justified, 
but in this case it is true in a literal 
and natural sense. Body lies upon 
body where our fire caught the suc- 
cessive waves.” 


MORE PROGRESS

ON ARRAS FRONT 


London, April 25.—The British have 
taken 3,029 prisoners since Monday 
morning, including 56 officers, accord- 
ing to an official statement issued by 
the war office today. British forces 
captured the hamlet of Bilhem, east 
of Havrincourt wood, last night. 

The statement follows: 

“In the area east of Havrincourt wood 
during the night we captured the ham- 
let of Bilhiem, northeast of Trescauk 
village. Fighting took place early this 
morning along our front between the 
Cojeul and Scarpe_ rivers. Further 
progress has been made by us and the 
ground gained has been secured. 

“The number of prisoners captured 
by us sincé Monday morning is 3,029 
ingiuding 56 officers.”

URGE POSTMASTERS

Army Recruiting Office 
Calls on Postmasters of 
State to Double Efforts to 
Get Men—30 Men Wanted 
From Every County—Re- 
cruiting Here Shows Slump 


Appealing to the postmasters of 1,400 
Georgia towns, Captain G. V. Heidt 
Wednesday mailed as many letters in an 
effort to spur up volunteer activity. 
Through the medium of postmasters a 
recruiting agents, according to the let- 
ter from Captain Heidt, more than 500 | 
recruits have been secured since the 
first of the month.

OF UNITED STATES 


Balfour Says Allies Trust 
This Country’s Word, and 
There Is No Need for a 
Formal Alliance. 


Washington, April 25.—Complete un- 
derstanding of America’s attitude in 
the war—unreserved co-operation in 
the fight of democracy against the 
German military menace without en- 
tanglish political alliances was ex- 
pressed by Foreign Minister Balfour, 
head of the British war commission, in 
a statement today to newspaper cor- 


respondents. 

“I am told,” said Mr. Balfour, “that 
there are some doubting critics who 
seem to think that the object of the 
missions of Great Britain and France 
is to inveigle the United States out 
of its traditional policy and to en- 
tangle it in a formal alliance, secret 
or public, with European powers. I 
cannot imagine any rumor with ‘ess 
foundation, nor can I imagine any pol- 
icy so utterly unnecessary. Our con- 
fidence in the assistance which we 
are going to get from this community 
is not based upon such considerations 
as those which arise out of for 
treaties.” 

The foreign minister’s statement was 
officially stated to have been made as 
a result of his conferences during the 
past few days with President Wilson 
and Secretary Lansing. It was gen- 
erally regarded as disposing finally of 
suggestions in some quarters that the 
United States might be asked to sign a 
treaty not to make a separate peace. 

his was an eventful day for the 
British commissioners, marked os | a 
hearty welcome to France’s illustrious 
war commission and the delivery to 
Ambassador Spring-Rice of America’s 
first loan to the allies, $200,000,000.

BATTLE RAGES, 
{GERMANS REPORT. 


Berlin, April 25.—(Via London.)— 
Since yesterday and ¢his morning, says 
the official statement issued by the 
German army headquarters staff, fight- 
ing has continued for possession of the 
village of Gavrelle, six miles north of 
Arras. On Monday, the statement adds, 
650 British soldiers were taken prison- 
er. Twenty airplanes were brought 
down by the Germans on Monday and 
19 entente machines were accounted for 
yesterday on the western front. 

Heav yartillery fighting is again in 
progress over the front of the French 
offensive. Attacks by the French near 
Hurtebise in the vicinity of Brimont 
and west of the Suippes are said to have 
been unsuccessful. 

The statement follows: 

“Army Group of Crown Prince Rup- 
precht: On the battlefield of Arras tne 
fighting has continued since early yes- 
terday morning for possession of the 
village of Gavrell. Apart from this 
the enemy has not repeated his attacks 
north of the Scarpe. 

‘South of the Scarpe in the low- 
lands the battié again flared up in 
the afternoon on bdth~= sides of the 
Arras-Cambrai road. British divisions 
brought forward in deep echelons by 
way of Monchy and Wancourt attack- 
ed on a wide front. As a result of 
our fire and violent hand-to-hand 
fighting the assgult broke down every- 
where with very heavy losses.

“For five days and nights,” said Cap- 
tain Rice, “I hadn't had my clothes 
off and we kept a big force of look- 
outs on duty all the time. It was 5:20 
o'clock in the afternoon of the 19th 
that we sighted the submarine. * The 
officer commanding the gunners was 
with me on the bridge where, in fact, 
we had been the most of the time 
throughout the voyage. There was a 
haze over the sea at the time. We 
had just taken a sounding, for we 
were getting near shallow water and 
we were looking at the lead when 
the first mate cried: ‘There’s a sub- 
marine off the port bow.’ 

“The submarine was close to us, too 
close in fact, for her Purpose, and she 
was submerging again in order to ma- 
neuver in a better position for torpe- 
doing us when we sighted her. We 
saw the periscope go down and the 
swirl of the water. I Quickly ordered 
& man at the wheel to put it to star- 
board, and we swung the nose of the 


Ship toward the spot wher 
marine had been seen. “ae 
Big Guns Boomed.

There is no guesswork about it, but 
a case of pure mathematics. Taking 
the apes at which the Mongolia was 
traveling at the time and the speed 
which the submarine undoubtedly 
would make and computing these fig- 
ures with the distances we were from | 
the submarine when it was first sight- 
ed and when it appeared the second 
time, it can be shown that the lieu- 
tenant had his gun sighted to the inch. 
And it must be remembered that the 
whole affair took only two minutes. 


Gun Named Theodore Réeosevelit. 


“I assure you we did not stop to 
reconnoiter after the incident but 
steamed away at full speed, for it was 
not improbable that there was an- 
other submarine about. The one'I got 
undoubtedly had been lying on the bot- 
tom at this spot waiting for the ship 
and came up when it heatd our pro- 
pellers. I immediately sent a wireless 
message stating that a submarine had 
been sunk. 

“That's about all the story, except- 
ing this: The gunners had named the

Captain Rice recalled that he came 
from Alliston, Mass., and that the en- 
counter with the submarine occurred 
on the date when the Bay state was 
celebrating the anniversary of the 
battle of Lexington. 


MONGOLIA MAKING 
HER SECOND TRIP. 


New York. April 25.—The Ameri- 
can steamship Mongolia, a vessel of 
18,638 tons, owned by the Internation-

7 on her second trip since Germany’s 
submarine declaration of February l. 

The Mongolia carried a crew of 
United States navy gunners in charge 
of a lieutenant. She is one of the 
eraest vessels under the American 

ag. 

The Mongolia was built at Camden, 
N. J., in 1904, for the Pacific Mail 
Steamship company and for a number 
of years was engaged in the California- 
Oriental trade. She was purchased 
by the International Mercantile Ma- 
rine company in 1915. The Korea and 
the Siberia were resold to a Japanese 
line and the Mongolia and Manchuria 
brought to the Atlantic, entered the 
service of the Atlantic transport line, 
a subsidiary of the International .Mer- 
cantile marine and have been carrying 
freight only. 

April 19, the day on which the Mon- 
golia fired the first shot of the war, is 
the anniversary of the battle of Lex- 
ington, when the first shot was fired in 
the American revolution.

Washington. April 25.—The United 
States today stepped isto Great Britain's 
former role of banker for the allies with 
& $200,000,000 loan to Great Britain her- 
gelf, and the promise of other speedy 
financial relief to Italy, France and Rus- 


sia. 

The British loan was notable as the 
first made by the American government 
since its entrance into the war, and for 
the celerity with which it was nego- 
tiated, less than twenty-four hours aft- 
er the $7,000,000,000 war finance meas- 
ure had become alaw. The loans to fol- 
low will be placed where the money is 
needed most. 

Whether Great Britain, Italy, France, 
Russia or Belgium is to get the next 
loan had not been decided tonight. Sec- 
retary McAdoo expects to immediately 
study the situation in each country, as 
represented py the visiting officials 
here, with a view to co-ordinating their 
requests and formulating a definite 
program. 

As soon as a definite idea is obtain- 
e4 Mr. McAdoo will place the data be- 
fore President Wilson for his approval. 
The British loan made today was au- 
thorized by President Wilson yesterday 
it was said. 

The next loan will hardly wait for 
the bond issue, but probably will be 
made upon the proceeds of another sub- 
scription to treasury certificates of in- 
Robtodmese, as in the case of the loan 
Made yesterday.

PLEA FOR FREE PRESS 
MADE BY PUBLISHERS 


Defeat of Censorship Provision 
in the Espionage Meas- 


ure Is Requested. 


| New York, April 26.—Resolutions re- 
questing congress to eliminate the 
press censorship clause in the espion- 
age bill because “it strikes at the fun- 
damental] rights of the people” and is 
“full of peril to free institutions,’ were 
adopted unanimously at the American 
Newspaper Publishers’ association at 
their annual convention here today. 

“The proposed legislation,” dhe reso- 
lution said, ‘“‘strikes at the fundamental 
rights of the people, not only assailing 
theiy freedom of speech, but also seek- 
ing to deprive them of the means of 
ferming intelligent opinion. It is dras- 
tic, yet vague, in its ¢erms, providing 
the severest penalties for acts the crim- 
inal quality of which is to be defined 
hereafter under a delegated authority. 
Pits possible consequences in restrict- 
ing the liberty of the press are full of 
peril ¢o free institutions. 

“The censorship oposed is ee det 
to be a violation of the constitution of 
the United States, which prohibits con- 
gress from ‘abridging the freedom of 
the press.’ An effort to suspend this 
constitutional guarantee, whether ulti- 
mately sustained or not, is sure to be 
followed by grave injury to the rights 
of the people, whose one great safe- 
guard in time of war is an untram- 
meled press, 

“A voluntary eensorship 
Bes. government is being carefully 
observed by the newspapers of «the 
United States and no loyal newspaper 
will knowingly print that which would 
give aid to the enemy. Any newspaper 
that relaggrienA publishes information of 
military value to the enemy can and 
should be prosecuted under the law of 
treason. 

“Established means of communica- 
tion, carrying messages ordinarily re- 
garded as private, will be used by an 
enemy for the transmission of informa- 
tion, and every proper purpose of the 
proposed legislation would be served 
by the control of outgoing ie by 
mail, telegraph, cable, etc., an by 
search of the effects of persons travel- 
ing from the United States to foreign 
countries. ; 

“In war especially, the press should 
be free, vigilant and unfettered. The 
American people are entitled to a full 
and frank ‘statement of al] that occurs, 
whether it be good or bad. There can 
be no justification for a restriction that 
abridges the liberty-of the press, for 
for the people must have confidence 
that they are getting the truth. 

“The defeat of this objectionable leg- 
islation, therefore, is most earnestly 
urged upon congress.” 

RIGHT OF CRITICISM 
ALLOWED TO PRESS. 

Washington, April 25.—The right of 
newspapers to criticise acts or policies 
of the government or its representa- 
tives would remain unchanged, but 
a limitation would be placed upon pub- 
lication of information regarding the 
national defense, such as is prohibited 
by presidential proclamation, under the 
terms of espionage bill as favorably 
reported to the house today by the 
judiciary committee. 

Publication of prohibited informa- 
tion would be punishable by a fine 
of $10,000, imprisonment for ten years, 
or both. The section relating to news- 
Papers follows: 

“During any national emergency re- 
sulting from a war, the president may, 
by proclamation, prohibit the publish- 
ing or communicating of, or the at- 
tempting to publish or communicate 
any information relating to the na- 
tional defense which, in his judg- 
ment, is of such character that it is 
or might be useful to the enemy. 

“Who ever Violates any such pronibi- 
tion shall be punished by a fine of not 
more than $10,000, or by imprisonment 
for not more than ten years, or both: 
Provided, that nothing in this section 
shall he construed to limit or restrict, 
any discussion, comment or criticism 
of the acts or policies of the govern- 
ment or its representatives or the pub- 
lication of the. same.” 

Confidence is expressed in the report 
on the bill that the president will not 
abuse his authority to prevent pubdlica- 
tion of news regarding the national de- 
fense and that the newspapers will co- 
operate with him.

Cast of “Francesca Da Rimini” 


Makes Success of Zandonai’s Opera 


It was the cast and the quality of 
the Metropolitan Opera company’s per- 
formance, rather than the character of 
the composition itself, which made the 
success of last night's “Francesca da 
Rimini,” the music by Zandonai, with’ 
libretto done by Titi Ricordi from Ga- 
brielle d’Annunzio’s dramatization of 
Damte’s lovers; that same Paolo and 


Francesca, whose tragedy has been the 
theme of poets, dramatists and com- 
pescre innumerable ever since the prim- 
tiveness of this indiscretion in Italy’s 
mediaewal high life was first evolved, 
through the glamorous magic of poesy 
and pity, into a thing of beauty de- 
signed for human sympathy. 

or those in the audience who find 
their first interest in the singers, with 
the music as an obligato, the opera was 
especially satisfactory. The principals 
rose to their best effort, and for Frances 
Alda and Pasquale Amaso, the roles of 
“Francesca” and “Gianciotto” were the 
occasion for personal triumphs of dra- 
matic and vocal achievement. Martinelli 
repeated the success his ‘“Manrico”’ 
won, and the lesser roles were admira- 
bly handled by some of the best 
strength of the company. 

The music is more interesting than 
Giordano’s “Sans-Gene” and much less 
so than Montemezzi’s “L/ Amore dei Tre 
Re,” both contemporary Italian works, 
the last with a very similar plot to 
build on. To the 9 mind, it Is vastly 
more comprehensible in musical con- 
struction than “L’Amore,” but never 
equals the spiritual depth and the poe- 
sy Montemezzi has inscribed into his 
similar tragedy. 

It has scenes of a beauty and charm 
which need no second hearing to be 
convincing of this charm. But a pre- 
liminary reading of the libretto is at 
once impressive of considerable ‘lost 
motion;” a remarkable amount of time 
spent on dramatic unessentials, espe- 
cially in the first two acts, and the 
hearing of the score last night proved 
the suggestion well founded.

Paolo is suggested in the orchestra 
before he appears on the scene, when 
the forthcoming nuptials are touched 
upon in the text, and thus wag intro- 
duced Zandonai's use of the “recurrent 
theme.” a scheme which he employs 
with little complexity, but with con- 
sistency enough to carry through the 
opera the musical characteristics of his 
leading personages. 

The meeting of Francesca and Paolo, 
which is in pantomime, proved in the 
orchestra score a musical incident 
scarcely surpassed in warmth of pas- 
sion and beauty of musical content in 
the whole opera.

Vocally, the part is difficult, resting 
continually in the higher register, 
but her singing was very beauti- 
ful and merging with the* resonant 
tone of Martinelii, there was produced 
an ideal effecg of that fullness of youth 
which is the source of the tragedy. 
Amato has added, with ‘his portrayal 
of the “Lamester,”” one more master- 
piece to his gallery of striking oper- 
atic characterizations. The pathos of 
Giovanni he rightly makes a tone no 
less dominant than its forbidding mo- 
tive, its avenging spirit in the end, but 
it is a pathos not incompatible with 
the heroic outline of the Giovanni fig- 
ure, which, without forcing it, the great 


baritone made to loom big even as a 


shadow over the lovers. 

Powerful indeed was the drama in 
his reception of Malatestino’s revela- 
tion, which with the capable work of 
Angelo Bada, and a strong basis in 
the music, became one of the great 
scenes in the opera. Amato’s beautiful 
voice had none of the lyric opportunity 
of his “Count di Luna,” but there was 
musical as well as dramatic value in 
his constant recitative. 

Ovation to 


Amato. 
Amato’s beautiful voice had little, 


lyric opportunity, but in the musical 
speech, which is largely the language 
of the opera, there was fullness of 
sweetness as well as dynamic value. 

At the close of the scene with Bada, 
both singers were given a long con- 
tinued applause, and when Amato ap- 
peared alone before the curtain, he re- 
ceived an ovation, the like of ich 
has not before occurred this season, 
and has seldom’ been equalled in At- 
lanta. Shouts and bravos for several 
minutes, with thunderous applause, 
were showered upon him. 

Martinelli Delightful. 

The romantic figure of Paolo was well 
realized by Martinelli. He was in splen- 
did vocal form and a fine emotional con- 
ception of his role shone through his 
vibrant tone, and in acting of an im- 
pressiveness which invested the part 
with a dignity which deserved a better 
ending than being caught in a trap- 
door. 

A special local interest centered in the 
appearance of Edith Mason, since she 
studied here for a brief time before her 
entrance upon opera, and in her brief 
role-as Samaritana, the sister of Fran- 
cesca, her loveliness of voice and person 
peers it regretful that her role was so 

rief. 

Flora Perini, as the slave, sang her 
small scene with moving ‘beauty, and 
Tigani, Audisio, Malatesta, Bloch and 
Reschiglian in the lesser roles rounded 
out the cast. 

Polacco conducted. and secured the 
best results from Zandonai’s compli- 
cated orchestra score, almost visual- 
izing its dramatic interest, and mak- 
ing the most of the somewhat meager 
and indefinite melodic phase. 

A small group of the ballet in aes- 
thetic pose made a picturesque detail 
of the beautiful boudoir scene of Fran- 
cesca and her maids in the third act.

Two minutes after ramming, the 
Broke wrenched herself free from her 
adversary and turned to ram the ‘last 
of the three remaining German boats. 
She failed in this object, but in swing- 
ing around succeeded in hitting the 
iboat’s consort on the stem with a tor- 
pedo., Hotly engaged with these two 
fleeing destroyers, the Broke attempted 
to follow the Swift in the direction‘ she 
was last seen, but a shell struck the 
Broke’s beiler room, disabling her main 
engines. The enemy then disappeared 
in the darkness. 

The Broke, zcltering her course, head- 
ed in the direction of a destroyer, 
which a few minutes later was seen to 
be heavily afire and whose crew, on 
sighting the British destroyer, sent up 
shouts for meter: The Broke steered 
slowly toward the German, regardless 
ef the danger from a possible explosion 
of the magazines, and the German sea- 
men redoubled their shouts of “save! 
soxer and then unexpectedly opened 

re. 

The Broke, being out of control, was 
unable to maneuver to extricate herself, 
but silenced the treachery with four 


rounds; then, to insure her own safety, 


torpedoed the German amidships. 
Germans Bellew “We Surrender.” 
Meanwhile the Swift continued her 
pursuit, but slight injuries which she 
received earlier in the action prevented 
her from maintaining full speed, so she 
abandoned the chase and sought fresh 
quarry. Sighting thejoutline of a sta- 
tionary destroyer from which shouts 
were heard, the Swift approached wari- 
ly with her guns trained, to find that it 
was the destroyer which had already 
been rammed by the Broke. The Ger- 
mans were bellowing “We surrender!” 


_ Fearing treachery, the Swift waited, | 


and presently the destroyer keeled over 
and sank stern first, the crew jumping 
into the water. 

As no other enemy was visible, and 
the action, which had lasted approxi- 
mately five minutes, appeared to be 


over, the Swift switched on her search= 


lights and lowered boats to rescue the 
swimmers. Those who remained of the 
crews of the Swift and Broke, after ex- 
changing details of the action, cheered 
each other until they were hoarse. 

The British casualties are set down 
as comparatively slight and the spirit 
of the wounded is illustrated by the 
conduct of the Broke’s helmsman, Sea- 
man William Rowles, who, though hit 
four times iby shell fragments, remain- 
ed at the wheel throughout the action 
and finally only betrayed the fact that 
he was wounded by reporting to his 
captain: “I’m going off now, sir,” and 
fainted. 

A number of the wounded only pre- 
sented themselves in the sick bay the 
following day, one stoker giving the 
surgeon the ingenuous excuse: “I was 
too busy, sir, clearing up the rubbish 
on the stocker’s mess deck.” 

The destroyer Broke was under com- 
mand of Commander Edward R. G. R. 
Evans, who was second in command of 
Scott’s Antarctic expedition.

mass meetings ever held in Georgia was that 
just held at Macon, called by Governor Har- 
ris to discuss the all-important matter of 


food crops production. 

It was important, not so much for the 
immediate effect it will have upon the food 
shortage menacing the country as because 
it has brought the resources of the state to 
the front as they never have been brought 
before, and shown the people of Georgia 
what they themselves can do and how they 
may best apply the power which they al- 
ready possess and have possessed in the 
past without realizing it. 

This was a conference attended by some- 
thing like 1,500 men and women represent- 
ative of every county and almost every im- 
portant community of Georgia; and the 
meeting formed a veritable melting pot for 
ideas. Out of it came a most gratifying and 
vehement resolution that Georgia can feed 
itself this year, and in future years, in addi- 
tion, add materially to the larder of the rest 
of the country. 

There is no questioning of Georgia's 
physical ability to do this. We have the soil, 
the climate—in fact, every nattiral adaptabil- 
ity. The only want is in the realization of 
these things, the spirit to go ahead and 
utilize them, and a full conviction of the 
importance of making the most of our op- 
portunities to help meet the world’s defi- 
clency in food. 

The meeting at Macon was a-long step 
toward supplying that want. 

Every man who attended and partici- 
pated in its deliberations was not only bene- 
fited himself, and himself imbued with the 
spirit which actuated its convocation, but he 
carried the message back to his home com- 
munity, and thus will the gospel be spread 
throughout the length and the breadth of the 
state. 

The result cannot be other than a more 
productive, a more intensively tilled, an agri- 
culturally and industrially greater Georgia. 


DRAFTING FOR FARM SERVICE. 


“Selective conscription” for war duty on

‘bone-dry’ law! 

“Not since the thirty tyrants ruled Rome 
(Italy) have human rights been so shame- 
fuHy butchered,” says he, and he sounds 
this doleful warning: ; 

The storm is brewing; clouds of dissat- 

isfaction are gathering; the lightning of 
the people’s anger is flashing and the 
thunder of indignant protest will be loud 
enough and long enough to shake Stone 
mountain from its base unless this law is 
repealed. 

The Telegraph’s correspondent goes on 
to declare that the “pharisees and dema- 
gogues who begot this monstrosity” have 
“turned back the ‘tides of time’ and by this 
act have forged fetters to make us slaves!” 

“The ‘bone-dry’ atrocity,” he continues— 

—*“provokes the indignation of every lov- 

er of liberty. It stands’ solitary and 

alone in its infamy—unequaled in the 
past, unmatched in the present, and it 
will so horrify the world with its ghastly 
provisions that the fools of the future 
will not seek to rival its tyranny. ... 

“Kool fanaticism reaches its final fin- 
ish and caps the climax of cruel contriy- 
ance in this mongrel hell-broth, and if 
Georgians submit to it, the state has lost 
the breed of noble blood. 

“Its iniquitous details, reaching from 
Christ’s altar to the poor man’s closet, are 
refinements in cruelty that shock the ciy- 
ilization of the age and its enforcement 
by a subsidized constabulary will be @ 
bugle call to the defense of liberty. ’

The following is the story of Puccini's 
opera, ‘‘Tosca,’ which will be presented by 
the Metropolitan Opera company at the 
matinee at the Auditorium-Armory this aft- 
ernoon: 

The first scene occurs in the Church of 
San Andrea, where the painter, Mario Cavara- 
dossi, is at work on the mural decorations, 
Here he has been accustomed to meet his 
fiancee, the beautiful Floria Tosca, a singer. 
While awaiting her, he contemplates the Mag- 
dalene he is at work on, the face being that 
of the unknown beauty who had frequently 
prayed at the altar. 

Suddenly a political refugee, Angelotti, 
who has just escaped from the castle, ap- 
pears, recognizes his friend, Cavaradossi, and 
asks his assistance. The painter gives him 


food and sends him to his (Cavaradossi’s) villa 
just as Tosca arrives. Her lover’s confused 
manner arouses her curiosity, and when she 
sees the likeness on the easel, she is jealous. 
He soothes her, and after her departure hur- 
ries out to guide Angelotti, a cannon shot 
from the castle meanwhile announcing the 
escape of the fugitive. 

Scarpia and his police enter in search of 
the prisoner, who has been traced to the 
church, Cavaradossi is suspected as an ac- 
complice, and Scarpia, who is secretly in love 
with Tosca, plans his ruin, with a view to 
removing from his path a dangeroug rival. 

In the second act, Scarpia, putting into ex- 
ecution his schemes, orders Mario’s arrest, 
and when the painter is brought in, sends 
for Tosca and contrives that she shall hear 
the cries of her lover as he is being tortured 
to induce him to reveal Angelotti's hiding 
place. Unable to endure Mario's agony, she 
tells Scarpia where the refugee is concealed. 
Mario is sent to prison, and Scarpia tells 
Tosca that unless she looks with favor upon 
him, her lover shall die within an hour. To 
save his life, she consents, but demands that 
that they be allowed to depart in safety the 
next day. A mock execution is planned by 
Scarpia, who writes out a pass for the lovers. 
As he gives it to Tosca, she stabs him and 
runs to Mario with the release. 

In act three, the mock execution takes 
place as planned, but, through ‘Scarpia’s 
treachery, it proves to be a real one, and 
Mario is killed. Tosca afterwards throws her- 
self from the castle parapet as they attempt 
to arrest her for Scarpia’s murder.

It is often. produced by some obstructive 
condition of the upper respiratory passage— 
either adenoids, very large tonsils, simple 
chronic rhinitis or frequent so-called head 

colds,” each and all the result of coddling 
and too much nice warm dried-out, sunlesgs, 
indoor air. The “cold” delusion encourages 
parents in the neglect and maltreatment of 
children with such obstruction to natural 
breathing through the nose. : 

A child with pigeon breast is always a 
frail child, very susceptible to respiratory 
diseases like bronchitis, pneumonia and tu- 
berculosis later im life—probably because of 
coddling and insufficient life in the open air, 
rather than because of any effect of the bony 
deformity. ‘ 

If recognized early and treated patiently, 
before the bones of the chest have become 
fixed and rigid, much may be done to over- 
come the deformity. It goes without saying 
that any obstruction of the breathing must 
be removed, by surgery, by local medical 
treatment, or by better hygiene—more heal- 
ing open air and sunlight, ; 

The child should be placed on his back on 
a straight firm mattregs or table. The mother 
places her hand upon the child's breastbone 
and presses downward upon it while the child 
takes a deep freath, or rather ten or a dozen 
deep breaths. This favors expansion of ‘the 
chest toward the sides. It should be mrac- 
ticed faithfully night and morning for @ year, 

The child is also made to assume a posi- 
tion with the hands clasped behind his back, 
as for a rider to mount, and then to turn the 
thumbs down, under and backward without 
letting go his grip.

STATE. SEA FOOD WORTH 
$7,000,000 PER SEASON 


Value of the Georgia Product 
Shown by Commissioner 
Charles S. Arnow. 


That Georgia has in its salt water 
fish, oysters and such sea foods, a 
Product bringing to the state an annual 
income of more than $1,000,000 per sea- 
son, Was announced yesterday by Com- 
missioner of Game and Fish Charles 
8. Arnow, in a letter to a local in- 
qguirer. 

The coast counties, according to Mr. 
Arnow, are furnishing a large part of 
the sea foods consumed by the United 
States, shipping a great deal to France 
and England, as well as furnishing un- 
told numbers of homes and customers 
in their immediate localities. 

Mr. Arnow, in his discussion of the 
industry and what it means for Geor- 
Zia, says: 

“In addition to this, there is a vast 
amount of sea foods that is consumed by 
the people of the coast, and which they 
buy from the smail fish dealers. I1 there- 
fore, refrain from even making an esti- 
mate on it. 

“At St. Marys, in Camden county, where 
this industry is in its infancy, shrimp, 
prawn and fish to the value of $46,000 was 
shipped, the fish consisting almest entirely 
of shad, of a value of about $6,000. . 

“At Brénewick, in Giynn county, there 
are five plant» engaged in the buying and 
selling, and shipping of oysters, fish and 

awn. Ail of these plants employ 768 
individuais, and their pay roll, for the 
sean0n, which we might call annually, is 
$98,737. The value of the sea food prod- 
ucts shipped from Brunswick the season 
now ciosed is in prawn and shrimp alone 
268,852, canned oysters $75,000, fresh fish 
$24,500, exclusive of shad, and the shad 
shipped from there, during the season 
Just closed, was approximately $25,000, 
making a total at Brunswick of $293,352. 

“The reports from McIntosh county ‘show 
that the totai value of oysters, shrimp and 
fish, taken from the waters of Mclintosh 
county and soid is $250,000 annually. 
There is no doubt but what a portion of 
this catch goes to Brunswick and some to 
Savannah, for which we are making liberal 
Qiowances, assuming that the same may 
have been included in reports from these 
two points. 

“The reports from Chatham county, or 
Savannah, include the fish taken, for com- 
mercial purposes, from the waters of Chat- 
ham, Bryan and Liberty counties, and to- 
tals $231,000, and included in those fig- 
ures is $10,300 worth of shad. 

“Bavannah leads the entire state in the 
amount of fresh fish taken and shipped, 
and in oysters as well. One concern in 
Mavannah having shipped out of Savannah 
25,000 gallons of fresh oysters the past 
sea eon. 

“This industry on the coast of Georgia 
is only in its infancy. The increase each 
year will be very marked, and the possi- 
bilities are almost beyand conception, the 
eupply being practically inexhaustibie, if 
the proper conservation measures are tak- 
en. 

“The approximate value, in dollars and 
eents, of the salt water fish industry—in- 
cluding oysters, shrimp, prawn and fish is, 
io be conservative, $1,000,000 annually. 

“It might also be of interest to know that 
of ali the shrimp and prawn canned and 
shipped from this state, more than 75 
per cent is exported. Thus the coast of 
Vieorgia is not only contributing to the food 
supply of our own people, but is contrib- 
uting as well to other countries.’’

GA. COUNTRY BANKERS | 
IN FIRST CONVENTION 


Addresses by Bankers and Ag- 
ricultural Experts Feature 
Meeting in Macon. 


Macon, Ga., April 25.—(Special. )— 
The first annual convention of the 
Country Bankers’ Aaggociation of Geor- 
gia convened here today for a two days’ 
session, with over 200 members in at- 
¢tendance. Interesting talks by bank- 
ers and agricultural experts of the state 
featured the meeting. 

Cc. T. Smith, president of the Con- 
cord Banking company, and the mov~- 
ing spirit in the organization, presided 
today and outlined the aims of the or- 
ganization, ¢he principal one of which 
is co-operation among the country 
bankers of the state, Just as the city 
bankers now do through the Georgia 
Bankers’ association. He pointed out 
that city banks now have their clear- 
ing house associations and said country 
banks should have them aiso. 

Ww. B. Hunter, of the Georgia fruit 
exchange, spoke on ‘Banking as it Re- 
lates to Marketing,” the speaker de- 
claring he did not agree with speakers 
at the food conference here Tuesday, 
who declared that the marketing prob- 
lem had been worked out. 

“Even if the farmers do raise an 
abundance of food crops we have no 
way of getting it to the man who wants 
it,” said Mr. Hunter. “We have got 
to know who wants the product, how 
they want it and various other things 
before we can successfully market the 
things we raise. 

J. Hart, of the State College of 
Agriculture, told the bankers that the 
grain situation in this state is alarm- 
ing, oats having been killed by the 
freeze and wheat in south Georgia 
damaged by rust. 

“Georgia will need 18,000,000 bushels 
of sweet potatoes this year and she 
only raised 7,000,000 bushels last year, 
said Mr. Hart. “We will need 687,000 
pounds of meat and last year we raised 
only 350,000 pounds. We will have 
to raise 398,000,000 alions of milk 
where last year we ee only 100,000,000 

allons and we will need 13,000,000 gal: 
ons of syrup, where last year we had 
only 10,000,000 gallons.” 

E. Lee Worsham, state entomologist, 
discussed “The Cotton Boll Weevil. 
He said that while he wasin hearty ac- 
cord with the efforts to get farmers to 
plant more food crops he did not think 
cotton should be neglected. “We can 
raise all of the cotton the world needs 
and also grow plenty of foodstuff if we 
will,” said Mr. Worsham. 

At an executive session this after- 
noon an address was made by E. A. 
Williams, of Buford, on “Exchange, 
Rates, Clearing House, Collections, 
etc.” This was follawed by ratifica- 
tion of the organization, acceptance of 
the charter, constitution and by-laws. 
Tonight a banquet was given at the 
Hotel Lanier, with the Macon Clearing 
House association as host.

This is the way Miss Eva Miller, for- 
merly of Atlanta, greeted the news that 
the Alabama Gulf Oil and Gas company, 
of Which she is secretary and a large 
owner of the stock, had struck oil at the 
rate of 500 barrels of oil per day on 
their property near Mobile, 

For some months the company has 
been drilling and at 2,000 feet o 
began to gush sporadically, and at 2,300 
feet a steady stream of the precious 
liquid began pouring from the well, 
and has continued up to date. The en- 
gineers expect to strike a gusher any 
moment, and this would naturally in- 
crease the value of the property, which, 
it is said, is now estimated at $1,- 
500,000. 

For two years Miss Miller was con- 

nected with the Edwin P. Ansley Real 
Estate company, of Atlanta, and in 1914 
went to Tampa, Fla. where she was 
also engaged in the real estate business. 
In the spring of 1916 she formed a busi- 
ness partnership with W. H. Allen, for- 
merly of Atlanta, and went in the or- 
ange and pecan business near Mobile, 
and later evidences of oil were discov- 
ered on the company’s land and the Ala- 
game Gulf Oil and Gas company was 
organized. Since this company has 
struck oil 12 other campanies have 
been formed, -which are working the 
land adjoining that of the successful 
company. 
When asked what she expected to do 
with so much money, Miss Miller said: 
“From childhood I have dreamed of_the 
time when I might be of service to oth- 
ers, and I believe that true happiness 
is only found in being of benefit to 
those about you.

TO MERCHANT CREWS 


New York, April 25.—What is said 
by marine men to be the topmost price 
ever paid for service on an American 
or any other merchant vessel was re- 
corded today with the signing of a crew 
of an American ship ¢hat is to sail 
through the submarine zone, 

The first mate will get $300 a month, 
chief engineer $250, second mate $200, 
first assistant engineer $200 and so on 
down the line to firemen and coal pass- 
ers at $60 to $75, with mess boys at $45. 
But in addition a war bonus of 1v0 
per cent is promised—doubling the 
wages—which are to continue until the 
men are back at the port of embarka- 
tion. Should the ship meet disaster, the 
men are to be transported home and 
the sum of $250 for officers and $100 
for men will be paid to all who lose 
their personal effects. 

The earnings of those who follow 
the sea have been gradually advancing 
in the past year, until now they are 
double and treble what they were pre- 
vious to the war. Prior te 1916 the 
wages of a first mate averaged $100 
a month, with seamen, firemen and coal 
passers getting $30 to $40. 

Despite the hgh wages, shippers say 
good men are scarce, and a skipper who 
can leave port with a full crew is con- 
sidered lbucky.

$2.16. Corn and oats as well as wheat 
went to new high price records, finish- 
ing respectively at advances of 3% to 
5c and 1%c to 2 5% @ 2% Cc. Provisions 
showed a rise of 17 to 57 points. 

Decided broadening out of trading in 
the speculative pit accompanied the 
upward flight of wheat prices. The 
volume of business, however, was still 
restricted in comparison with what un- 
til of recent days would have ac- 
companied fluctuations of great mag- 
nitude. Unusual scarcity of offerings 
put the bears under a handicap 
throughout the session, and although 
at first the pit demand had no special 
aspect of wildness the final rushes to 
buy were somewhat frenzied. Shorts 
in the May option were especially dis- 
turbed, owing to the scantiness of 
stocks in Chicago and because of the 
near approach of delivery time. 

Assertions that no net increase of 
acreage of spring wheat would be 
achieved in the Dakotas and Minne- 
sota despite the crop shortage in the 
domestic winter wheat region contrib- 
uted a good deal to the flurry among 
buyers. Heavy rains were said to be 
causing serious delay to seeding in 
the states named and also in Canada. 
In this connection millers as well as ex- 
porters were represented as again ac- 
tive purchasers, and there was anx- 
ious notice taken of the fact that mill- 
ing wheat at St. Louis, spot cash, had 
reached as high as $3 a bushel. 

Corn was dominated mainly by the 
Strength of wheat. Wet weather that 
delayed planting was a bullish. factor 
and there were also continued reports 
of car shortage. Oats developed inde- 
pendent firmness owing to persistent 
buying on the part of houses with sea- 
board relations. Vessel charters for 
1,000,000 bushels to go to Buffalo were 
reported. 

Provisions reflected the advances in 
grain. It was said, too, that cash de- 
mand had enlarged.

BRITISH WAR FINANCING 
SEVERELY CRITICISED 


London, April 25.—British war finan- 
cing was criticised severely today by 
Sir Alfred Booth, chairman of the board 
of directors of the Cunard Steamship 
company, at the annual meeting of the 
corporation. 

“We have gone wrong from the very 
start,” said Sir Alfred. “The methods 
of financing which we adopted might 
have ‘been comparatively harmless for 
a short war, but in this long war they 
hang like a millstone around our necks 
and will surely hamper our powers of 
recovery after the conclusion of peace. 
We have borrowed where we should 
have taxed, and now when we have be- 
gun to tax we are taxing production 
and leaving consumption to run riot. 

“The excess profit tax exhibits both 
these vices to a special degree. More- 
over this tax has the grave disadvan- 
tage that it does nothing toward solv- 
ing after-war problems, for, after the 
war, there will ‘be no war profits to tax 
and its place will have to be taken by 
new direct or indirect taxation at the 
worst possible time for trade to adjust 
itself to new burdens... 

‘The gravity of the food problem is 
due as much to financial follies as to 
German submarines. The paralyzing 
shackles of government control of ship- 
ping, if continued lo enough, will 


throttle our economic life.”
